Firſt, The Trade of that City depends 
mainly upon /riſþ Wooll, All the Week 
thereabouts will not maintain the Trade 
one Month, and they can land the 1ri(þ 
Wooll no nearer than Bitheford or Mine- 
head, the neareſt of which .is 30 Miles, 
and the ways are ſ@ bad, that pf Horſe 
can travel ball the Winter.
